The object of the school-master is

circumstances, begging that you will 
communicate with the Municipal Coun- 
cil earnestly negotiating so that it may 
be obliged to arrange improved methods, 
thus avoiding the encroaching danger of 
farther stray shots. This is with the 
object of protecting the lives of the 
people, and it is respectfully requested 
that you will take note and take action 














On reevipt of this it is to be noted 

the statements contained in ‘the 
petition of the school master in question 
are genuinely in accordance with the 
facts, and it is therefore proper that 
this letter be addressed to the Senior 
equesting him to inform the 
cipal Coaucil so that they may 
notify the several Foreign merchants 
that hereafter when they shoot at the 
targets they should arrange means for 
the exercise of special care. A reply 
is hoped for.

During the last 
two weeks rat infection has become 
marked and it is in this area where the 
‘human cases of plague have arisen. This 
area is at the middle of the Sub-district, 
that is to say, is limited by the North 
Szeohuen Road, Haining Road, North 
Honan Road and a little to the south 
‘of Boone Road. Much of the property 
is in a bad condition and is about to be 
demolished and rebuilt.

During the month there were ono| 
murder, three attempted murders, three 
armed hold-ups in the streets, and two 
attempta by armed gangs to rob premises: 
which were frustrated. Ten gang rob- 
bers of @ dangerous type were arrested 
by the Police, ‘The murder oceurred in 
the early morning of September 24 
when the body of a woman of the 
labouring class, about 40 years of age, 
was found in a bean ficld near the 
junction of Gordon and Maceo Roads, 
Tt has not been identified, nor can it be 
found that any such person is missing, 
This crime presonts special difficulties 
a8 no motive is apparent, but it 
‘curious fact that the circumstances are 
almost identical with those surrounding 
the murder of a woman in March last 
in a field off Medhurst Road no clue to 
which has ever been discovered. 

On September 22 an attempt was 
made to assassinate» well-known 
Chinese Government official by means 
‘of s bomb which was thrown at him 
while in the act of entering his carriage’ 
at the corner of Lloyd and Chefoo 
Roads, He himself was uninjured, but, 
three of his servants were wounded and 
his carriage slightly damaged. One 
man was arrested by the Police near 
the scene of the outrage, but although 
he was a well-known bad character no 
evidence was forthcoming to connect, 
him directly with this case. On the 
following day another bomb was dis- 
covered secreted in an alleyway in the 
‘ame vicinity. It was made ont of 
a milk or tobacco tin with a hole 
piewed in the lid through which 
prided a thin glass tube partly 















id. Its 
action obviously depended on the break 
‘age of the tube and the subsequent 
contact of the fiuid with the explosive. 
From its heavy weight and the ex- 
Perience of the day before it was aleo 
sssumed to be packed full of pieces of 
scrap metal. For obvious reasons, 
however, these points were not put to 
the test of a direct investigation : 
instead, the bomb was put in a suitable 
place and detonated with a rifle bullet. 
It exploded with » violent report ac- 
companied by s cloud of dense white 
smoke. Little damage was done at the 


il} actual point of explosion, though twisted 


fragments of tin and cast iron were 
afterwards picked up at a distance of 
50 yards away. 

Tn the early hours of September 6 a 
Sikh constable deliberately shot another 
one on Bubbling Well Road for no 
spparent reason. He now stands charged 
with attempted murder. The wounded 
man is still in Hospital. 

On September 18 the decomposed 
body of a Chinese boy about 15 years 
old was found in a basket covered with 
bricks on some vacant land off Great 
Western Road. The skull was fractur- 
‘ed but it could not be definitely stated 
whether this was due to a blow or a 
fall. It may have been a case of 
murder or death may have resulted 
from an accident and body 
concealed afterwards in order to save 
trouble, A curious point, however, is 
that no report has been received of any 
such person being missing and all 
enquiries by the Police in that direction 
have proved fruitless. 

On September 4, Frank Johnson, a 
Norwegian subject, was arrested for 
failing to pay a fine of $200 previously 
imposed by the Court for selling liquor 
without a license, and was sentenced to 
60 days’ imprisonment. 

On September 28, Carl Gunther, an 
American citizen, was also sentenced to 
60 days’ imprisonment for being drank 
and disorderly, molesting a Chinese 
female and assaulting the Police. 

During the month there have been 
several references in the local Chinese 
Rewspapers to the proposed new rules 
which are now being drafted by the 
Government for the reintroduction of 
the bamboo in native courts. 

The Neumann Murder Case is still. 
unfinished owing to the further iplica- 
tion of persons who are not yet in 
custody. 

Several silk filatures have been closed 
during the month owing to trade 

ion, bat eo far there has been 
no trouble am the discharged 
employees. There is naturally also a 
considerable decrease in general cargo 
work at the wharves, but no real distress 
caused by unemployment among wharf 
coolies is as yet apparent. 

During the month the last batch of 
18 foreign recruits completed their 
course of training at the Depét and 
were posted to stations for dnty. ‘This 
branch of the Force is now 16 men 
short of its authorised strength and it 
will be impossible to obtain more from 
‘Home until the end of the War, 

During the month 15 Chinese chauf- 
fears were prosecuted for offences against, 
the license conditions.

During the month there 
were 6 fires, one of which was extin- 
guished by the Brigade and the re- 
mainder by the Police and inmates, 
Léentifcation Offce.—During the 
month 575 prisoners passed through this 
office for identification prior to going 
to Court for trial, out of which number 
204 were identified as having a previous 
conviction or convictions.
